This hii)li()^rai)hy includes not only historical 
fiction, such as is j^iven by Baker, l)ut extends 
to any fiction having Spain, Spanish America, or 
the S])anish peoi)Ies as a l>ackgn)und. It has been 
difficult at times to draw the line. It is hard to 
tell, lor exami^le, when a book is distinctly 
S]Xinish background for our own Southwest, or 
when it becomes a real ‘American Historical 
Novel.’ E\'ery l)ook that has been included, 
however, has been felt as giving its reader a 
definite impression of Spanish t\'pe, character, 
life, or influence in world affairs, from some one 
of the many possil)le view])oints. 

Names and dates have been gi\en as completely 
as available material would allow. The date 
found opposite the name of the book is the date 
of first ])ul)lication. The endeaxor has been 
to give the name of one publisher, with date of 
at least one edition. Where data on other editions 
have been found, these have also l)een presented. 

The l)ooks haxc been grouped according to 
the country or peoples to which they refer, naming 
the books ali)habetically by authors within each 
group. The grou]>s have then l)een arranged 
alphabetically by countries, as gixen in the Table 
of Contents. The Index then takes up the groups 
in the same order, arranging the books alpha- 
betically by title. The index for Spain has, in 
addition, been arranged chronologically before 
being alphabetized by title.
